THE FEDERAL WOMAN’S AWARDS PROGRAM annually recognizes six 
distinguished women in the Federal career service for their outstanding 
contributions to Government. 


Established in 1960, this Award serves to provide special recognition to 
women who have made outstanding contributions to the efficiency and 
quality of the career service of the Federal Government; dramatize and 
make more widely known to the public the wide variety of challenging 
careers for women in the Federal Government; and interest talented 
young women in pursuing Federal careers. 


This year, for the first time, eligibility was extended to women in the 
legislative and judicial branches of the Government. Federal department 
and agency heads and Committee Chairmen nominate candidates for 
this honor. From among the many outstanding nominees, six award

Many groups — such as women and older workers — can be grateful for 
Ms. Clauss’ effective leadership in Federal enforcement and litigation 
under the Fair Labor Standards Act; Equal Pay Act; and Age Discrimination 
in Employment Act. Her work, further, has brought landmark precedent 
decisions in the Supreme Court and in all the Circuit Courts of Appeal. 


Ms. Clauss is renowned for her brilliant leadership in guiding the first 
case on equal pay for equal work, regardless of sex, to a favorable 
landmark Supreme Court decision. 


Due to her negotiation with the nation’s largest utility and its operating 
subsidiaries, thousands of women recovered more than $17 million in back 
wages. Also noteworthy, these negotiations resulted in the removal of sex- 
discriminatory pay practices in that utility. 


Not only for her skills at the negotiating table and in the courtroom is 
she honored. We acknowledge, as well, her administrative skill in 
directing the teams of legal talent which have helped bring in these 
historic decisions.
